Pests (Humans) From State 


Is man the greatest “ agricul­ 
tural pest’’ of all? 
The California Depopulation 
Commission, which operates out 
of a post office box in Ross, 
thinks so 
In 
a 
press release 
headed 
“ bad news," the group urges 
that Californians start thinking 
about ways to bar human beings 
just as “ agricultural inspectors 
refuse admission to the wooly 
apple gobbler, the red spider 
and 
the 
M editerranean 
fruit 
fiy.” 
The release was sent out by 
David C. Camp of 47 Bolinas 


Avenue, Ross, one of six direc­ 
tors of CALDEPOP. 


It quotes a recent statem ent 
of the directors as calling man 
“ the only agricultural pest who 
is fully protected by law for 12 
m onths of the year." 
This pest, it says, first blights 
the countryside by “ laying out 
long strips of concrete, rather 
as a snail lays out his trail of 
slime. These freew ays' dam age 
farm land for miles on either 


side. 
“ An interm ediate step . . . is 
infestation, during which man 
covers huge areas of good farm ­ 


land with shabby housing and 
business structures. 
“ In the term inal or encapsula­ 
tion stage, the farm er finds him ­ 
self surrounded on all sides by 
urban development and is soon 
arrested for keeping cows with­ 
in the city lim its.” 
While not recommending the 
“ harsh m easures against man 
which are sometimes used to 
control other pests,” CALDE- 
FOP concludes that “ California 
would be am ply justified in pre­ 
venting admission of any more 
I erm anent residents." 
The release ends with a plea 
to “ send all donations to your 
favorite Midwest cham ber of 
com m erce.”

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MEDICARE AND YOU 
Social Security Health Benefits 


Likened To A Three-layer Cake 


By JOHN TROAN 
NEA Special Writer 
(Ninth in a Series) 
The health benefits provided 
by the new Social Security Medi­ 
care law have been likened to a 
three-layered cake. 
The basic layer is what people 
call ‘‘Medicare.” W ith funds col­ 
lected 
from 
Social 
Security 
taxes, it offers certain hospital, 
nursing-home and other health 
benefits to persons 65 and older. 
Layer No. 2 is the supple­ 
mental health - insurance pro­ 
gram which provides additional 
benefits, including coverage of 
regular doctor bills, on an op­ 
tional basis to persons past 65 
who agree to split the $6-a- 
month premium with Uncle Sam. 
The third layer offers free 
health benefits to the needy 
and the near-needy. It em­ 
braces what Is now known as 
the Kerr-Mills program of 
“ medical assistance for the 
aged” as well as health bene­ 
fits available to regular recipi­ 
ents of public assistance (wel­ 
fare). 
This free care is financed 
Jointly by the U.S. Treasury and 
the states. In some cases, coun­ 
ties and local communities also 
chip in money. 
All states provide health bene­ 
fits for recipients of “ old-age 
assistance,” a form of relief 
available to generally needy per­ 
sons past 65. In addition, all but 
six states—Alaska, Georgia, Mis­ 
sissippi, 
Missouri, 
Ohio 
and 
Texas—have put into effect so- 
called Kerr-Mills programs to 
care for the “ medically indig­ 
ent.” These are persons past 65 
who aren’t poor enough to rate 
regular welfare checks yet can’t 
afford to pay their sick bills. 
In effect, the Kerr-Mills pro­ 
grams amount to “ medical re­ 
lief.” They are administered by 
state, county and city welfare 
agencies, and they have nothing 
to do with Social Security as 
such. 
Programs for the 
medi­ 
cally indigent” vary from state 
to state. All provide some hos-

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Supreme Court Might 
Decide Poll Tax Issue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
four anti-poll tax suits filed by 
the federal government under 
the new voting rights law may 
turn out to be unnecessary. 


The issue they raise—wheth­ 
er state and local poll taxes in 
Mississippi. 
Virginia, 
Texas 
and Alabama are constitutional 
—could 
be 
decided 
without 
them. 
The decision could come in a 
private suit challenging Virgin­ 


ia's poll tax. The suit is pend­ 
ing before the Supreme Court 
and will probablv be heard this 
fall. 


A group of Virginia residents 
brought the suit, claiming that 
the 
poll 
tax 
discriminates 
against poor people. 
Should the 
Supreme Court 
agree with their contention that 
the tax violates the equal pro­ 
tection and due process clause 
of the C o n s t i t u t i o n’s 14th 


Amendment, the decision could 
abolish the tax not only in Vir­ 
ginia but also in the three other 
poll tax states. 
Rejection of the private suit 
by the Supreme Court would 
not necessarily kill the Justice 
Department’s suits since they 
e n c o m p a s s broader legal 
grounds. 
Government attorneys believe 
their Mississippi suit, and may­ 
be the others, can be won un­ 
der the 15th Amendment, which 
forbids states from abridging 
the right to vote because of 
race.

Planners Oppose 
Whirling Signs 


San Rafael planning commis­ 
sioners showed little sympathy 
last night for signs that go 
‘round and ’round. 
They 
considered 
two 
such 
signs, effectively turning one 
down and approving the other 
only on the condition that it be 
made to stand still. 
First one was a 
revolving 
clock - thermometer which San 
Rafael Savings and Loan Assn. 
wanted to hang on its building 
at 874 Fourth Street.

Committee Named To Steer 


Anti-Narcotics Education 


A group of Marin County citi­ 
zens last night launched the 
first combined counter offensive 
in the battle against local nar­ 
cotic problems when they agreed 
on the need for greater child 
education in the dangers of drug 
addiction. 
About 100 educators, law en­ 
forcement officers, health and 
social 
workers 
meeting 
with | 
others in Marin Civic Center 
decided to form a resource com­ 
mittee to advise in the prepara­ 
tion of curriculum publications 
for narcotic education in schools. 
“ This must be a community 
project to succeed. Unless each 
section of the community con­ 
tributes what it can, this battle 
will never be won,” said Dr. 
Oliver Byrd, head of the de­ 
partment of health education at 
Stanford University's School of 
Education. 
Dr. Byrd led the general dis­ 
cussion at the meeting which 
was called by Virgil S. Hollis, 
Marin County Superintendent of 
Schools. 
Although some speakers dif­ 
fered in their interpretation of 


the form narcotic e d u c a t i o n 
should take, all agreed that 
schools will play the most im­ 
portant role in the battle against 
this problem. 
Educators should not be afraid 
to teach children the facts about 
drug addiction, Dr. Byrd de­ 
clared. 
“Of course, in this field there 
I is a risk of abnormal stimula- 
I tion,” he said.

Marin County supervisors yes­ 
terday passed an amendment to 
the Richardson Bay Master Plan 
which would allow the develop­ 
ment proposed by the Bothin 
Real Estate Co.

The amendment covers the 
area northwest of Richardson 
Bay Bridge, between the North­ 
western Pacific Railroad Co.

The change permits an un­ 
dulating shoreline, compared to 
the straight shoreline original 
Iv planned, and it permits re 
sort-commercial recreation uses 
in the area.

Supervisor William A. Gnoss 
questioned the proposed elimina­ 
tion of the planned marina green 
under Bothin's proposal.

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***** Convicts Offered New 


Program For Parolees 


Nearly 200 San Quentin Prison 
inmates, all within a few weeks 
of parole, will meet tonight to 
learn about a promising new 
program designed to help more 
of them stay on the outside once 
they get there. 
The plan, which has been tried 
with some success at the Kansas 
State Prison in Langsing. ap­ 
plies some of the same principles 
used by such groups as Alco­ 
holics Anonymous and Synanon. 
It is sponsored by the Seven 
Step Foundation, an organiza­ 


tion deriving its name from a 


seven-part credo, each step of 
which starts with a letter from 
the word “ freedom.” 
Among its backers are James 
O’Toole, himself a former in­ 
mate of Oregon State Prison, 
James Emerson, a Kansas news­ 
paperman who helped set up 
the program in his home state, 
and Charles B. White, a retired 
San Quentin associate warden. 
The foundation, according to 
, White, takes its motto from the 
words of Christ: “ And ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth 


shall make vou free.” 


It also operates on an as­ 
sumption which parallels one of 
the keystones of the Alcoholic 
Anonymous approach. Where as 
AA believes that “ it takes an 
ex-alcoholic to reach an alco­ 
holic,” Seven Step Foundation 
feels that no one can offer a 
newly paroled convict as much 
aid, comfort or understanding 
as another ex-convict. 
Tonight’s session will be the 
first thrown open to inmates 
who might volunteer for the 
program. A previous meeting 
brought the foundation officials 
together with a 30-member in­ 
mate planning committee. 
White said 190 inmates have 
signed up for the meeting at 
6 p.m. today. There, they will 
learn about such details as the 
pre-parole 
classes 
which 
the 
foundation hopes to schedule for 


all inmates within 120 days of 
parole. 
At such classes, White said, 
inmates will be encouraged to 
voice their resentments, toward 
each other, toward themselves, 
towards prison officials, rela­ 
tives and the world in general. 
The primary goal, he explain­ 
ed. will be to chip away at the 
dream world in which most 
prisoners have been living since 
they entered prison—and prob­ 
ably long before. 
“ We want to get them down 
to earth, where they can start 
thinking r e a l i s t i c a l l y about 
themselves,” White said. 
Planned soon are post-release 


| classes, in which parolees can 
get together weekly to compare 
I frustrations and continue airing 
their resentments during the 


difficult period of seeking work 


and trying to adjust to the out­ 
side world. 
Parolees will be aided in this 
period by “ sponsors” who will 
help them find a job and give 
them someone to turn to if the 
going gets rough. Later a pa­ 
rolee will be expected to repay 
his sponsor for whatever money 
has been spent in the process. 


The foundation plans to invite 
representatives 
of 
labor 
and 
management to a dinner at 
p.m. next Wednesday at the 
prison to encourage their help 
in the program. Potential spon­ 
sors also will be there, White 
said. 


Main speaker will be former 
San Quentin inmate William P. 
Sands, whose book, “ My Shadow 
Ran Fast” is now a best seller. 
The foundation’s seven steps, 
briefly, lay out a blueprint for 
rehabilitation 
which 
involves 


self-evaluation, belief in a higher 
power, overcoming resentments 
and setting daily goals for bet­ 
terment. The final step states 
that, “ maintaining our freedom, 
we pledge ourselves to help 
others as we have been helped.” 
The program has been under­ 
way nearly two years in Lan­ 
sing. Of 300 parolees who took 
part, according to White, only 27 
have returned to prison. 
This means that 91.6 per cent 
of them have, so far at least, 
stayed on the outside, as con­ 
trasted with statistics before the 
program began, when no more 
than 35 per cent stayed out.

Marin County supervisors gave 
notice yesterday that they mean 
to crack down on “ bootleg” sub­ 
dividing which violates county 
law.

Time Is Now For Decision 
On Death Penalty In State 


We are not yet completely sold on 
the arguments either for or against the 
death penalty in California. 
But of one thing we are convinced. 
As long as the death penalty remains 
on the books, it should be enforced. If 
the state is not going to enforce it (the 
death penalty has not been applied for 
more than two years), then capital pun­ 
ishment should be abolished. 
The current practice of declaring an 
unofficial moratorium on the applica­ 
tion of the death penalty, while leaving 
the law unchanged, only postpones the 
inevitable. 
The time will soon come when ex­ 
pensive additions will have to be made 
to house the ever increasing number 
of the condemned. 
Death Row at San Quentin Prison 
now holds 50 inmates, and the number 
keeps growing, with no relief in sight. 
The cost of maintaining Death Row 
and in handling the condemned is con­ 
siderable. 
It costs about $2,000 per year to 
keep a general population inmate in 
San Quentin. The cost of keeping a 
man on Death Row could be twice or 
three times as much, although there 
has been no precise computation. 
To begin with, there are never less 
than two and at times three, four or 
five officers on duty on condemned 
row to care for 50 inmates. In the cell 
blocks the same number of officers

take care of 1,000 to 1.500 inmates. 
Men on Death Row get special 
foods and special attention. One tele­ 
vision set is provided for every three 
or four cells on the Row. In the regu­ 
lar blocks, one TV set serves 500 to 
600. 
Doctors must leave their regular 
duties to visit an occupant of D e a t h 
Row. When a condemned man has a 
visit, he must be accompanied by two 
guards to and from the visiting room. 
Compared with regular inmates, the 
condemned men are “coddled.” We 
tell them they must forfeit their lives;

IS THIS JUST presidential 
magic, legislative know-how 
drawn from his years as m a­ 
jority leader of the Senate and 
applied from the powerful van­ 
tage point of the White House'.’ 
There is far more to it than 
legislative skill and presiden­ 
tial arm-twisting. 
These are 
present, but they are only 
minor ingredients in the end 
result. 
One major ingredient is the 
fact that Lyndon Johnson is 
the only Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee to run ahead of 
his party since FDR. 


HARRY TRUMAN was car­ 
ried into office on the coattails 
of the Democratic Party. The 
Democratic members of Con­ 
gress did not owe their elec­ 
tion to Truman; just the opjMv- 
site. 


Twice Adiai Stevenson ran 
behind his owr. party. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy did, too. 
The 
Democratic Congress elected 
in 1960 did not owe their seats 
to Kennedy. 
President Johnson ran far 
ahead of his party. The 2-to-l 
Democratic majorities in the 
Senate and House today owe 
their existence to LBJ. They 
know it — and are responding 
accordingly. They believe sub­ 
stantially with the president 
because many of them know 
their 
political 
future 
rests 
with the president. 


THIS 
DEMOCRATIC Con­ 
gress is the president’s Con­ 
gress as no Congress has been 
since 1933. 
Another major ingredient of 
Johnson’s legislative power is 
Barry 
Goldwater’s 
landslide 
disaster. He is the first Re­ 
publican presidential nominee 
in decades to run behind his 
own party. He ran so far be­ 
hind that he dragged down the 
Republican Party to near im­ 
potence. T w o-party govern­ 
ment prevails in name only in 
Washington today. 
Thus President Johnson has 
massive support in his own 
right—a Democratic Party de­ 
cisively on his side and in his 
debt—and almost no opposition 
because Republican strength 
in Congress is so decimated. 
In a sense, this is Barry Gold­ 
w ater’s unintended contribution 
to the Great Society.

WASHINGTON — The cards 
are stacked against any steep 
slashing of President Lyndon 
B. Johnson’s $3.3 billion for­ 
eign aid budget in the House 
Appropriations Committee. 
The subcommittee handling 
this program has been rigged 
against that. 


FOR YEARS this key com­ 
mittee, under the chairm an­ 
ship of Rep. Otto Passman. D- 
La.t militant foe of large scale 
foreign aid spending, has back­ 
ed his demand for heavy cuts 
—later invariably approved by 
the full House. 
But that won’t happen this 
year. Passm an’s subcommittee 
has been loaded against him. 
The president is certain of a 
6-to-S majority for his $3.3 bil­ 
lion budget. 
This decisive majority was 
set up this way; First, the 
committee was reduced from 
11 to n i n e members. Then 
three Democrats were added 
whose votes the White House 
can count on—Reps. Julia Han­ 
sen of Washington, Jeffery Co* 
helan of California and Clar­ 
ence Long of Maryland. 


WITH THREE holdovers — 
Reps. John Rooney, D-N.Y.; 
William Natcher, D-Ky., and 
Silvio Conte, R-Mass. — that 
makes six sure votes. Aligned 
with Passman are Reps. Gar­ 
ner 
Shriver, 
R-Kans., 
and 
Mark Andrews, R-N.D. 
This backstage trump card 
is the main factor behind the 
month-long deadlock between 
the House and Senate over the 
foreign aid authorization bill—

tirely new one formulated by 
a special committee set up by 
Congress. 


OUTCOME OF the protrad­ 
ed statem ate is conjectural. 
Morse, leading Senate foe of 
large-scale foreign aid spend­ 
ing, is standing pat. So is the 
White House, in full control of 
the House conferees, headed 
by Rep. Thomas Morgan, I>- 
Pa. 
In an effort to find a solu­ 
tion, Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., chairman of the For­ 
eign Relations Committee, pro­ 
posed that Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and David Bell, 
foreign aid administrator, ap­ 
pear before that committee for 
a general discussion and ques­ 
tioning. 
Morse raised no objection, 
but pointed out the two offi­ 
cials had one this before with­ 
out tangible results, 


“TWO 
YEARS 
AGO this 
committee was told a new for­ 
eign aid program would be pre­ 
sented,” said Morse. “ Nothing 
happened. All we got was a 
somewhat pared-down budget 
that was widely publicized as 
bare bones.’

Troupe, banned from performing 
in San Francisco city parks, 
was dropped yesterday from a 
dramatic program scheduled for 
3 p.m.
